To Test Your Own Seed 


Grain Samples 


In the seed laboratory grain is test- 
to determine the percentage of 
| seeds by placing one hundred 
kernels between blotters, keeping 
them at a suitable temperature and 
supplied with the proper amount of 
moisture in special germinating 
chambers. The result of such a test 
shows what proportion of the seeds 
are vital, but a more accurate idea 
of the value of the grain for seed 
could be gained from a_ soil test. 
Such tests are not practicable in a 
Jaboratory where thousands of sam- 
ples are under test at one time. 

Anyone can test seed for himself 
by putting one hundred seeds tuken 
“just as they come” from the grain 
he wishes to test, in soil in a flower 
pot, box or other convenient recep- 
tacle, and keeping it moistened, but 
not wet, in some place where it will 
be not too warm in the day time, and 
where it will be cooler but will not 
freeze at night, the alternation of 
temperature favors germination, By 
noticing the number of plant pro- 
duced, whether they come up “quick- 
ly and are strong or weak, one can 
determine the suitability of the grain 
for seceding purposes more accurately 
than from the results of a test which 
he does not see, If seed that is 
known to be of strong vitality can be 
planted under exactly the same con- 
ditions as the seed whose vitality is 
being determined, the test will be 
more valuable. 

Cleaning grain over a good fanning 
mill to remove from one-third to one- 
half of the bulk including all the 
light, shrunken and immature seeds, 
will greatly improve its quality as 
seed.—Secd Branch, Ottawa,

It is the opinion of Dr. Noyes that 
cheap nitric acid would increase our 
{farm products by $3,000,000,000 a 
year.
